The legality and reasonableness of this alleged custom formed 
the. subject of dispute at the trial, and evidence was given on both sides respect- 
ing it ; in the end, the jury returned a verdict Sar plaintiff The then So- 
licitor-General (Sir W. Follett) had since obtained a rule toset aside:this-ver- 
dict, and enter a nonsuit, on the ground that the supposed custom was unrea- 
ble, .and, therefore, could not be suy in Jaw ; that it amounts -to.a 
claim to take a profit in another's soil, which the law would not maintain by 
implication ; and that it left the person who claimed to possess the right a de- 
gree of liberty which it refused to the owner of the soil, since it itted the 
right of the latter to be taken away if he did not dig the ore, while it did not 
state any limit of time within which the former must dig forthe ore, or Jose 
his claim of boundage. 
Mr. Kelly, Mr. Smirke (Solicitor-General to the Duchy of Cornwall), and 
Mr. Montagu Smith, appeared to show cause against the rule. Only the two 
first-named gentlemen were heard, and they contended that the custom was 
reasonable and good. It had in its favour a long acquiescence or circumstance 
of the very strengest kind—for, where it was opposed to the existing rights.of 
other persons, who were both wealthy and powerful, and who laboured under 
no necessity to forego their rights, it was not hkely that it should have re- 
mained uncontested, had not its legality been universally confessed. It was 
not an unreasonable custom—for it existed as a spur on the lord of the manor 
not to allow the mines to remain idle, but to work them, unless he was willi 
to lose the right to do so.

LIABILITY OF DIRECTORS TO THE BANKRUPT LAWS. 
/ Court or Bankruptcy, an. 22.—Before Mr. Commissioner FonsLanQue. 
IN THE MATTER OF JOHN DAVIS, AN INSOLVENT. 

The insolvent, who lived in York-read, Lambeth, and had been a director of the Talacre 
Coal and Iron Company, and connected with the West Cork Mining Company, the St. 
George’s Harbour Company, and several other speculations, came before the court for his 
final order. _He stated himself, ona previous ion, to bea “ specul. in companies.” 
He had been opposed at the previous meetings, and to-day it was sought to dismiss. his 
petition, on the ground of his being a trader, in consequence of his being a director and 
shareholder of the Talacre Company. company was stated to be near 30,0007. in sd 
debt, and the insolvent stated in his schedule he held a great number of “ paid-up” shares. 

Mr. H. S. Wilde appeared to oppose, and Mr. Sturgeon to support, the insolvent. 

The evidence adduced to-day, in support of the trading, was entirely documentary, and 
consisted of an immense mass of books, reports, letters, and papers, conneeted with the 
Talacre Company, produced from the office of Mr. Ashurst. Several of these were ob- 
jected to at different periods of the inquiry by Mr. Sturgeon, who required proof where 
they came from, upen which Mr. Bradfield was called, and examined :—He stated that, 
as to some papers which he identified, they were taken possession of by him at the com- 
pany’s office, in John-street, Adelphi, London, upon Mr. Ashurst being consulted by the 
shareholders ; and, as to others, that he had obtained them in 1841 and 1842 at the com- 
pany’s works at Talacre, in North Wales.—Davis said he was not a director at the time 
they were taken ; that the company’s office was in Gracechurch-street, but, upon cross- 
examination, he admitted having attended a meeting in John-street. 

After the argument of counsel as to the admissibility of these documents, 

His Honovur admitted them, stating, that where papers were shown, by such undoubted 
evidence, to have come from a place of deposit belonging to the company, they were legal 
evidence against a member, especially Davis, who acted as a director, and he conld 
not impugn the place from whence they came, having admitted he had acted atone of the 

there. He ruled they were gid and the i t must, to sustain an ob- 
jection to them, show they were not in the same state. 

Mr. Wixpe then entered into a long, but perspicuous, explanation of the papers, te prove 
the trading of the company in sfone. The short outline is this:—The company had a 
at Talacre, from which they raised stone in 1840, and orders were executed for 
the Isle of Man, consisting of polished , tooled flags, sink stones, banister stones, land- 
ings, &e. ; and the particulars of the goods sent, and money received (upwards of 100/.), 
were proved. .A second instance was of stone, made into similar articles, for some of the 
buildings at Fleetwood, and consigned to Messrs. Webb, who paid 83/. A third stone, 
sdid to Lord Crewe—a fourth stone, consigned to London—a fifth stone, seld to one Cart- 
wright, to be used in building a house, consisting of hearth stones, cornices, ornaments, 
and such like articles—and a sixth in building a church at Llanrwst, on account of which 
60/. was shown to have been received. These cases were selected, but documents, show- 
ing a much more extensive order of similar articles (including grave stones), were put in 
evidence, and the learned counsel contended, that, having manufactured the stone into 
articles for sale, and sold it, the insolvent was a trader. 

A Mr. Bacuey (a barrister) here interpesed, upon which his Hexour asked for whom 
he appeared ?—Mr. Bactey said, for Mr. Clouston and others, who were creditors, and‘he 
wished the insolvent to that he might receive his protection from the court. 

Mr. Wixpe objected ; Tir Bagley was instructed by the same gentleman who appeared 
for the insolvent. ' 

His Honovr said, he never saw creditors in the position of appearing by counsel to sup- 
port an insolvent. There was no locus standi for Mr. Bagley. 

Mr. Bacey said, his clients wished te see some end to the matter. 

The learned Comsussioner said, Mr. Bagley was only seeking to support the insolvent, 
and he scarcely ever knew an interruption shorten ings. 

Mr. Sturceon argued, that Mr. Wilde should be confined in his voluminous evidence 
to a particular act, to prove the trading, in order that he might meet it. 

Mr. Wiipe relied upon the whole ; in which view his Honour concurred. 

The insolvent was then sworn, and examined by Mr. Sturgeon, in ition :—He said he 
first became acquainted with the Talacre Company, which was formed by deed, in 1838 ; 
they had a stone quarry; stone was extracted, but sold in a rough state, except for speci- 
mens. The quarry had been partially worked before, and was as a gentleman’s p 7 
The company was not formed for wor! sténe ; it was a coal and iron company. had 
never been present at any meeting for ordering any of the stone referred to by Mr. Wilde 
to be worked ; he knew of many of the documents produced, and he positively 
swore he had not seen some. He could produce Mr. Alderman Wood, as a witness, to 
confirm his statement. He ceased to be a director on the 24th February, 1841; head been’ 

ied by the other directors for not paying his calls ; he had, however, never ceased 
to be a shareholder ; he had seen Cartwriglit at the works—and that was all he knew. 
. Cross-examined by Mr. Wilde :—I ceased, in my own belief, to bea director a few weeks 
after 24th February, 1841.

ut; if they refused to'do this, the directors of the Australasian Bank would 
not shrink from defending the interests of the proprietors. (Applause,) 
The result of the answers of counsel was, that. the other company was col- 
lectively and individually re: ible, both here and in the colony, for the 
debt contracted, even though the directors had borrowed the money with- 
out the confirmation of the proprietors. In conclusion, Mr. Farrer re- 
guetes the proprietors to.rest satisfied with the legal opinion given as to 
their claim on the Bank of Australia, and not to go into the nature of the 
transaction by any sort:of discussion, which could not but lead to more 
embarrassment and difficulty. a 

A Proprietor asked if the opinion abroad coincided with the opinion

In consequence of 
the testrictive principle of the bank being persevered in, a large amount of ca- 
pital had been remitted to London. The exchange transactions, arising out of 
the shipments of wool and other produce, had presented the safest business for 
the bank, although yielding but a small rate of profit. A considerable propor~ 
tion.of the:amount: had been: transmitted back again.in: specie, and was now 
ready for investment in the bills to be drawn against the phifeanta of the pre- 
sent season. The advices from the branches were of a highly sati ry na- 
ture,. The directors felt. bound to. express their entire approbation of the con- 
duct of Mr. M‘Laren (the inspector), throughout’ the, period of commercial 
distress he had to encounter.. The managers and local boards had also merited 
the.approbation of the diréctors.. In conclusion, the directors declared a divi- 
dend, at the rate of 6 per cent. per. annum, to be payable in London on the 3d 
February, and in the colonies. as soon as the inspector. should fix, after the re- 
ceipt.of advice. The paid up capital was 820,0002 ; the undivided profits were 
42,5651. 7s, 11d.; the net profit for the half-year was 24,958/. 16s. 10d.; 
and the reserve fund was 36,9241. 6s. ; 

The Carman mentioned, that. through the restrictive: principle bei 
maintained, half the capital had been returned to England, so that the profit 
of 17,7261, 9s.

THE PRO ENT CLERKS’ MUTUAL BENEFIT ASSOCIATION 
AND BENEVOLENT: FUND. 

The fourth. annual general meeting of this excellent. institution was held at 
the London Tavern, on Monday evening, the 20th instant, at which Groner 
Tuomas, Esq., chairman, presided.—The report of the committee of manage- 
ment of the benefit department, which was to the following effect, was read by 
the CHARMAN :—The managers, in laying before the meeting the report of their 
proceedings during the past year, congratulated their fellow members on the 
state of their affairs, they having no untoward circumstances to communicate, 
nor:any disasters to lament. One: circumstance, however, was ‘mentioned as 
of an extraordinary and providential character, which was, that‘from the com- 
mencement of the business of the association up to the conclusion of the past. 
year, a period nearly approaching to four years, not.a single death had oc- 
curred among the members assured, a fact to be paralleled in the history of but 
few of the assurance societies of London. It had been asserted, that from the 
nature of their avocations, the lives of clerks, as a body, are not so good as 
those of other classes; but the fact above stated would almost lead to a con- 
trary conclusion, At any rate it may, be inferred that the lives of clerks may 
be.assured.at as moderate arate, and with as much safety, as those of any other 

ion of the community. For obtaining this result, the society was greatly 
indebted, under Providence, to the very great care and attention of the medical 
officers, to whom, anid to the honorary actuary for his valuable services, the 
managers Considered the best. thanks of the ‘association to be continually due. 
The managers considered that the skill and attention of men of talent and edu- 
cation, whose science and time should not always continue gratuitous, had 
again this year thought it right to present those gentlemen with a slight tes- 
timonial, more as an acknowledgement than as remuneration for their services ; 
and they fully trusted that the funds of the association would, in future years, 
admit of the sum being enlarged. ‘The managers were happy to acknowl 
that the .kindness.and consideration they have always experienced from the 
gentlemen. who fill the office of trustees to the association still remained un- 
abated, and entitled them to the sincere thanks of the members; nor can they 
omit to record with like gratitude the continued gratuitous assistance and ad- 
vice of Messrs. Lawford, the honorary solicitors. The number of assurances 
effected with the association during the past year’ was 110. The managers 
begged most earnestly and confidently to appeal tothe members to doeverything 
in their power to bring new members to the association, bearing always in 
mind that every such new member gives additional strength to the wholebody, 
and increased security to each individual. The amount of stock purchased in 
the course of the past year was 16002 Three and a Half per Cents., now Three 
and a Quarter per Cents., which made the accumulated fund of this department 
amount to 3700/. Three and a Quarter per Cent. Stock. The amount of pre- 
miums for the year ending 31st December last was 16632. 8s. 5d., and the di- 
vidends on the invested stock, after deduction of income tax, 102/. 14s, 5d.— 
making a total income of 1766. 2s. 104., from which the sum of 1362. 4s. 6d. 
had been taken to pay this department’s share of the general expenses, This 
result. shows that except the very small deductions that had been made dur- 
ing the past four-years for expenses, the whole of the premiums contributed 
by the members of the association had been invested in Government security, 
and at this moment remain untouched. In addition to the above the ma- 
nagers had to report an increase to the funds of the association from a munifi- 
eent donation of 1001, presented by James Alexander, Esq., of Somerhill, 
through John, Abel Smith, Esq., M.P., the constant friend. of the association. 
It must be borne in mind that the annual subscriptions for three years, contri- 
buted by certain of the leading houses, would now cease, and that from this 
time forward the society would be left entirely to its own resources for the pay- 
ment of its expenses, and this department will, consequently, have a larger 
annual sum to contribute as its share for that. purpose than it had hitherto 
done.. This circumstance the managers. looked upon without any feelings of 
anxiety whatsoever, being confident that the association is now in a sound and 
healthy state; and that its funds at this moment are filly adequate, and, as 
the income increases, will daily become more so,46 the payment of all ex- 
penses on a moderate and reasonable scale. The’ balance-sheet of the affairs 
of this. department, duly audited, was laid before the meeting. The gentlemen 
of the board of management who retired were Mr. Edward Ballard, Mr. Wm. 
Mollett, Mr. George ‘Taylor, and Mr. George Rocke Woodward, who did not 
offer: themselves for re-election, arid, in addition, Mr. Henry Willis had ten- 
dered his resignation, which had been, with great reluctance, accepted. The 
managers, considering that the number of the board need not be so great as it 
was, had thought proper to declare only two vacancies as necessary to be filled 
up; and two gentlemen, duly qualified—viz., Mr. William Maitland and Mr. 
William Jeremiah Jordan, having d th lves as candidates in the 
usual form, and in accordanee with the rules, their names would be submitted 
to the meeting for election. .The Ts begged, for the fourth time, to re-

3d. ; it would, therefore, be seenpthat the ba« 
lance at the corresponding date of the past year had been less thar that of the 
preceding year, and the diminution of net earnings, as com with the 
vious year, amounted te 48042 12s, 10d. ‘This diminution in the amount oféarn: 
was to be accounted for by a circumstance of very rare occurrence—+se rare, 
that he did not recollect, and he doubted whether any person present cowkt call 
to recollection, a parallel instanee. The circumstance to which ‘he alluded “was; 
u prevalence of easterly winds uhinterruptedly for a length of. time, v 
usual at such a season; they had blown incessantly and vislently for ae “] 
weeks, from the 22d Nov, last.to the 3d inst. ‘The effect of the extraordin: 
valence of these winds, in preventing the arrival of ships into the port of hana! 
don throughout the month of December, was matter of notoriety. Among the 
i which were so kept out, seeking shelter in the channel ports, and which, 
although due last month, did not reach their destination till the present month, 
there was a considerable number bound for these docks.

It might fairly indeed, therefore, be idered, that the 
extra earnings of January, over and. above the ordinary business of the month, 
were virtually, if not in point, a mere formal statement of account.applicable 
to December.’ Under these circumstances, the directors conceived themselves 
justified in recommending: to the-proprietors to declare the usual half-yearly 
dividend of 24 per cent. on the capital stock of the company, for the six 
months ended the 31st of December, last.

METROPOLITAN PURE WATER COMPANY. 

A public meeting was held at the Bridge House Hotel, Southwark, on Thurs- 
day, the 23d inst., to take into consideration the plans of the South Metropo- 
litan Pure Water Company, for improving the supply of water in the southern 
districts, by conveying it from the River Wandle, at Wandsworth, and clegnsi 
it from all impurities —Mr. Vousretry (the chairman) submitted to the Consi- 
deration ofthe meeting whether they would then proceed to the full discussion of 
this very important subject: looking to the limited number of gentlemen pre- 
sent, he suggested that it would be prudent to adjourn, and that a general meet~ 
ing of the inhabitants of Southwark should be convened. When he heard the 
complaints of his fellow. tradesmen, of the impurity of the water so necessary 
for the support of life, and the high charge for it, he wasreally surprised tofind 
there was not a more numerous attendance. It was difficult to get large par- 
ties together, but they knew that wide rivers often flowed from small sprin, 
and many great objects had been accomplished, with limited: means at the 
commencement. -It was a subject which concerned all’classes—there was no- 
thing more essential to the health of man, than a good supply of water, Whe- . 
ther the scheme they had in contemplation would be carried ont forthwith, he 
did not know, but many years could not possibly elapse before the inhabitants: 
on the southern banks of the Thames would obtain the benefit of the beautiful 
streams ofthe River Wandle, instead of the filthy water from the existing water 
companies, Millions were being applied. to railways, over which they might 
glide to all parts of the country with ease and facility, but what was that benefit 
compared with a good supply of wholesome water? If, however, any gentleman 
should think that, under oe cireumstances, they ought to adjourn, that 
course might be pursued: the inhabitants of Southwark would, doubtless, come 
forward to support them in their present efforts. 

Mr. Hicks moved an adjournment, He knew many respectable tradesmem

ry to say, this magnificent vein was wholly though an oppo was 

afforded by the intersection of a deep barranco (ravine) of laying it open to a considerable 
depth by'a level, at a tively small expense. I doubt, indeed, whether in any 
other country in E urepe (and I am acquainted with most), a vein could be found untried 
which showed at oeane very surface such unusual indications of mineral wealth. 
Its size cannot be stated with accuracy, but it is certainly not less than from ten to twelve 
feet, and probably'in places even more. The shaft had hardly penetrated half way through 
the lode, but the yellow copper ore was increasing in quantity, and becoming more prong.

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We are given to understand that it is the intention of Sir Cus. 
Lemon—who has ever proved himself the miner’s friend, and warm 
advocate of the mining interest—to convene a meeting of lords and 
adventurers in Cornwall at an early day, to consider the effects of 
the New Tariff, and the measures taken by the foreign miner to 
evade them, and to protect himself—while the home miner is not 
only suffering from the effects of the tariff as it now is, but is sought 
to be further depressed. So much for legislation. 





We received letters by this morning’s post, from Ireland, an- 
nouncing that the Court of Queen’s, Bench, on application by the 
defendant, Mr, W. Suaw, in the case Howarp v. Suaw, tried in 
May, 1843 (which was reported at the time in our columns), have 
granted a new trial, on the grounds of misdirection of the Judge, the 
verdict having gone for the plaintiff. It is only necessary to ob- 
serve, that Mr. Suaw is the party referred to in another article; as 
unfortunately connected with the Talacre Coal and Iron Company, 
and that the action was brought for 9000/., or thereabouts, being 
part of the purchase money of the Talacre property. We have nei- 
ther space nor time to enter into detail. 





We beg to direct attention to the subjoined letter, received from 
Mr. Rogers, the Registrar under the Act for regulating the pro- 
ceedings of Joint-Stock Companies, as we consider that the mean- 
ing of the Act, according to the construction of the official organs of 
Government, cannot be too well understood, or too freely promul- 
gated. The questions submitted to Mr. Rocxrs will be sufficiently 
understood by that gentleman’s reply, from which it will be seen 
that the Act does not, in his opinion (supported, as we presume such 
to be, by the highest law authorities), comprehend mines worked 
abroad as coming under the 63d clause, although the same may be 
worked upon the cost-book system. 
In a former Jetter addressed that gentleman, copy of which was 
inserted in the Journal of the 7th ult., we ventared to advance the 
opinion we entertained of what is generally understood as consti- 
tuting the Cost-Book System, which, doubtless, had its origin in 
providing for the security of both adventurer and creditor—in the 
first place, causing the accounts to. be made up at stated periods, 
when a division of pra or loss took place, and provision made for 
the discharge of all debts or obligations. On this point we shall 
have occasion to say some few words, and throw out a suggestion 
to our friends in Cornwall and elsewhere ; but, in the first place, 
must introduce the letter to which we have ‘already made selbahinte, 
or, at least, such parts as appear to us to be of the most importance:— 
“1, A partnership, in which the shares are transferable without express 
consent of all the co-partners, falls within the definition of a joint-stock com- 
pany (sec, 2), and, therefore, within the operenee of the Act, whether consist- 
ng of more or of less than twenty-five members.

under the cost-book system is the registrar under the Joint-Stock 
Companies Act. Such being the case, it becomes a matter of the 
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first i that. all mines which the adventurers consider it 
desirable to work on the cdst-book system should be regulated by one 
general system—as we can well foresee that otherwise penalties will 
be incurred, and, we hope, enforced. The subject has become gene- 
rally canvassed, and its eee admitted ; but, without some 
rtain ‘rules be laid down for the adoption of “One and All,” we 
some difficulties. We would propose, that a meeting or 
meetings be held, and a committee appointed, who should ‘have 
powers vested in them to confer with the Government authorities, 
so that, the arrangement might be perfected—or we shall otherwise 
surely have a Government Commission, to inquire and determine on 
what is and what is not the “‘Cost-Book System.” 
We do not deem it necessary at present to say more, but to im- 
press on adventurers in mines generally the necessity of prompti- 
tude of action. Nearly two months have elapsed since the Act 
came into force ; another brief month, and the several mining com- 
panies whose plan is not perfect will be subjected to penalties, which 
will doubtless, be rigidly enforced in the first instance, if only by 
way of example. We wish the subject to be taken up by some 
influential parties in the county and in London, and it will be our 
endeayour, on our next visit to Cornwall, to attain the desired end. 
If parties will not act for themselves ere it is too late, we give 
them full and fair notice, that we will take upon ourselves the office 
of public informer, and that our share of the penalties shall be ap- 
propriated to the Miners’ Widow and Orphans’ Fund—so that out 


of evil good may arise. 
We have in another column given insertion to some hasty notes, 





made during a visit of two or three days to the eastern part of 


Cornwall, and regret that our time would not permit a more general 
or detailed report, We contemplate, however, re-visiting the county 
in a few days, and embracing the western mines, our specific object 
being, to induce the adventurers and agents in mines, as well as the 
working miner, to lend their support and aid to the establishment 
of the Widow and Orphans’ Fund. » We feel assured, that if the 
example set by Callington be followed throughout the county, by 
ublic meetings being held, under the auspices of some of the lead- 
ing magistrates and gentry, and local committees formed, that no 
difficulty will present itself in successfully carrying out the measure, 
from whence so much benefit must accrue, e task we have im- 
‘posed on ourselves is, we acknowledge, somewhat arduous, but the 
greater will be the merit if we;sueceed—and that, we repeat, can 
only be accomplished by the united efforts of “One and All.” 
There can be no doubt but that such an institution is highly de- 
sirable. It will in no way interfere with or affect the several sick 
clubs, doctors’ funds, or, benefit societies, which may be established ; 
but, so far from so doing, will benefit the community at large—will 
in a measure relieve the funds adverted to, and to the respective 
parishes will be a boon, in granting provision to the helpless widow 
and orphan, who must otherwise have recourse to parochial relief. 
Such, then, being the objects of the fund, without any compulsion 
on the part of the working miner, or indeed, any one, to contribute, 
we can readily imagine that it needs but little exertion on our part 
if that we are fairly supported. Let the subject, then, be mooted 
in the various districts ; let it be well canvassed on pay-days ; and 
we beg of agents and adventurers, when they meet at count-house 
over a jug of punch, after sharing a dividend, or making pay to the 
miners, to reflect for one little moment how much good may be 
achieved by their united efforts to ensure success. It is with them 
to perfect the measure ; and gladly shall we render them every as- 
sistance in the promotion of an object which must have the good 
wishes of all good men. Again, we solicit communications and 
suggestions ; and, if our Cornish friends will be ready to assist and 
support us on our next visit, we feel that they will not only well 
deserve, but will secure, the lasting gratitude of the miner, and the 
widow and orphan, for whose relief they associate themselves.

PROBABLE. QU; TY OF IRON REQUIRED FOR THE 
NEW RAILWAYS. 
{ It has’ been estimated, that out of the numerous railway bills coming be- 
Parliament next month, there will be forty-five carried, or about one- 
fifth of the present applications. Taking these lines at an average length 
of forty miles each; there will be 1800 milés of railway to be formed, com- 
ncing from the autumn’ of’ this year, and extending over 1846 ; for, 
doogh these will not be all completed at that period, the deficiency may 
be more than madé up by the lines which were passéd during last session, 
and which are now being formed. A yard of railway requires 280 lbs. 
of rails, 98 lbs. of cast-iron chairs, and about 70 Ibs. of iron girders—mak- 
ing 4 cwts, per yard, or 352 tons per mile. In addition to this, it is pretty 
clearly ascertained, that an equal amount of iron is required for each mile, 
in waggons, carriagés, stations, engines, and’ locomotive establishments, 
&c.—making 700 tons of iron’ for each mile, or 1,260,000 tons for 1800 
miles of railways about to be constructed in this country, or, as nearly as 
possible, the whole make of iron in Great Britain for one year. This is 
independent of the contractors’ rails, which are immense ;_ and, if to this 
tremendous consumption be added what will be required for the new water 
and gas companies, the docks, and other great public works, a8 well as the 
extra demand arising out of the prosperous trade of the country, it can 
hardly be conceived that our capabilities for the production of iron, great 
as they are, will be sufficient to supply what will be required. This is also 
entirely independent of our foreign trade, and as railways are likely to be 
constructedin almost every country, the exports of iron must also be 
greatly increased. Under these circumstances, there can hardly be a ques- 
tion that iron must shortly be much enhanced in value.

At the commencement of the above period, the number of furnaces in opera- 
tion in Scotland was fifteen, and the average make of iron about 575 tons per 
week, or: 25,650 tons per annum. In 1826, when an impulse had been given 
to the trade by the higher prices of the two preceding years, the number of fur- 
naces increased to twenty-two, the weekly make to 780 tons, and the annual 
average to 36,900 tons. About this period’ an effectual struggle was made to 
obtain a reduction of duty on cast and wrought-iron imported from foreign 
countries, and we find’ Mr.’Crawshay, one of the largest ironmasters in Wales, 
in his evidence before a committee of the House of Commons, in 1825, stating 
that the annual make of iron in Great Britain was. 600,000 tons, of which one- 
third was exported to foreign countries.

In 1826 the imports of Welsh pig-iron into the Clyde were 1600 tons, and 
the general exports of Scotch about 8500 tons, being, in both cases, a slight in- 
crease on the preceding year. ‘The trade remained somewhat stationary, with 
gradually declining prices, until the effects of Mr. J.B. Neilson’s hot-blast came 
into operation. The patent was obtained in 1829, but several years elapsed 
before its practical application with raw coal was accomplished. This opened 
an entirely new era in the iron trade of Scotland; the quantity produced from 
the same furnaces became at once more than doubled, while the consumption 
of coal, to each ton of pig-iron, was reduced to about one-fourth—hence an 
immense stimulus was given to the trade. Existing works were greatly ex~ 
tended, and new works were established in districts where, a few years before, 
the minerals were considered next to valueless. Thus it is, that, during the last 
fifteen years, the number. of furnaces have become nearly quadrupled; and, 
with recent improvements in the construction, the yield from each, on an ave- 
rage, may now be reckoned about treble the quantity which was formerly made 
with cold air and charred coal, At first there were complaints of the inferio- 
rity of the iron made by the new system, arising chiefly from the pig being more 
easily broke; but we believe it has been satisfactorily ascertained, from nu 
merous experiments by practical men, that, with proper care in the selection, 
castings exereet from hot-blast iron are equally strong, and of as sound tex- 
ture, as those made from cold-blast. It must, therefore, be evident that the 
application of heated air in smelting iron has been an incalculable benefit to the 
country, to the iron trade generally, and to the landed interest. It has cheap- 
ened the cost and escent | the variety and usefulness of articles manufactured 
from iron; it has vastly augmented the consumption; and, but for this im- 
provement, large tracts of land in the west of Scotland, now yielding a hand- 
some return, would have remained at the former low value of surface rent.— 
The extension of railway communication will open up other rich and exten- 
sive mineral fields, so that we may expect to see the iron trade of Scotland pro- 
gressively increasing for many years to come. The average number of furnaces 
in operation last year was sixty-five, and the weekly produce 6600 tons, giving 
an annual make of 330,000 tons, or considerably above one-half of the entire 
make for Great Britain in 1825.
